SAINT MARTIN, PJ2MA: This station came on the 
air March 11th at 1625 GMT. First contacts fol- 
lowed in this order: W5UFO, W5CEW, W4LX 


A8, W5EFC A3, W7SIB/4, W5DML, W5CEC, . 


W3HOH, W8MDE, VP9BL, W2GT, W6KQY A8, 
W6SYG A8, W5ALA A8, W2JT A8, KZ5KA A8, 
KZ5DG A8, W2JT, W6MUR, YV5AT A8, W4F DF 
A8, PJ2AN, PJ2AG A8, G4ZU A8, W6AOA and 
HCIFG A3. George, PJ2AA, who operated PJ2MA, 
ran 40 watts to a Globe Scout modulated by 6L6’s 
in parallel.

The matter 
of separate status will be taken up and, as we see 
it, points in favor of this move are as follows:

2. St. Martin is in North America while Curacao 
is South America. 
3. Such status is urged by the Amateur Radio 
. Societies of Curacao and Aruba. 
4. The Curacao government has been ap- 
proached and voices no objection. 


CAYMAN ISLANDS, VP5BP: Noel VE3CJ, repeating his 
‘51 and ’52 jaunts to Grand Cayman was on the air 
from this spot, on phone, from March 5th to March 24th. 
A Viking Ranger and National NC-125 were used. Ac- 
cent, this trip, was more on fishing etc. than ham radio 
but a fair number of contacts were racked up. 


CORN ISLAND YN@YN: (West Gulf DX Bulletin) 
W®@AIW has been assigned the call of YNOYN 
for operation from this QTH and Lee also has 
authorization from the F.C.C. to use a KS4 call.

JAICR hears that ten licenses 
have been issued te Formosa nationals but ap- 
parently for operation on 7 Mc. only... . CEIFF 
states that he may be 2nd op again at LXIAS in 
May/June but not definite.

In developing the story about the latest “New Ones”, | decided to do a bit of research into the DXCC 
history of the Netherlands Antilles. Dick Soenceley’s “DX” column (reproduced on Page 4) from the 
May 1955 edition of CQ Magazine describes the March 11, 1955 start of the PJ2MA operation. My 
first QSL from Sint Maarten is from PJSMA 
and is dated February 28, 1961. The card 
still has the $0.04 stamp used to mail it 
firmly affixed. The operator, Jack Archi- 
bald, K2AAC isn’t listed in QRZ.com, but | 
suspect he had escaped New York in the 
dead of winter and was enjoying a vacation 
ona warm Caribbean island at the time. 


So why are these specks in the Caribbean so important to DXers 50+ 
years later in September 2010? 


Well, the five islands of the Netherlands Antilles are going to undergo a 
constitutional status change on October 10, 2010 (10/10/10) that 


should result in four new DXCC entities. 

Here’s the history: During the creation of the ARRL's first post war (WWII) DXCC Countries List the Netherlands West Indies (PJ) 
was one DXCC entity, which included the islands of Aruba, Bonaire, Curacao, Saba, St. Eustatius and Sint Maarten. During the 
late 40's and early 50's these islands were on the “Banned List”. The ban was lifted on March 11, 1952. 

In 1954 The Netherlands converted the Netherlands West Indies from a colonial territory to a domestic autonomy within the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands, which was the beginning of the Netherland Antilles. The May 1955 issue of QST Magazine (page 
152) announced the recognition of two DXCC entities within the Netherland Antilles, which was effective July 1, 1955, but with 
a starting date back dated to November 15, 1945 for DXCC credit purposes. At that time the DXCC country criteria had no set 
distance rule but rather a "does it have adequate geographical separation from a parent nation" rule. So then there were two 
DXCC entities, one in South America which included Aruba, Bonaire and Curacao and a second in North America which included 
Saba, St. Eustatius and Sint Maarten. 

From 2000 to 2005, referenda were held on all five islands of the Netherlands Antilles to determine their future. The outcome 
of the referenda showed an overwhelming desire by the people to change the status quo and as a result the Dutch Senate 
agreed to disband the Netherland Antilles with an effective date of October 10, 2010 (10-10-10). This will result in the Dutch 
Caribbean islands of Curacao and Sint Maarten gaining independent country status within the Kingdom of The Netherlands (on 
January 1, 1986 Aruba was constitutionally separated from the Netherland Antilles, shortly afterwards receiving the P4 prefix 
directly from the Netherlands and achieving separate DXCC entity status.) 


The split up will continue to keep the BES islands (Bonaire, St. Eustatius and Saba) as special municipalities of The Netherlands. 


Now, in October 2010, Sint Maarten PJ7, Curacao PJ2, Bonaire PJ4, are each expected to become new DXCC entities, while Saba 
PJ6 and Sint Eustatius PJS combined are set to become a single new entity (because of their proximity). 


Once the Netherland Antilles are disbanded, the existing DXCC entities, PJ2/PJ4 Leeward Islands and PJ5/PJ6/PJ7 Windward 
Islands, are expected to become deleted countries. 


That is if all goes according to plan. We’ll have to watch how the DXAC rules and how the ARRL Board of Directors responds. 
(Dang, now I’ve gotten myself all worked up — again — about how BS7 (an appropriate prefix) Scarborough Reef — made it onto 
the DXCC countries List. But that’s another story). 


The new DXCC Entities would be: 
e Curacao (PJ2) 
e Bonaire (PJ4) 
e St. Eustatius (PJ5) and Saba (PJ6) 
e =Sint Maarten (PJ7)
